Reasons for allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Qlosest prior art is Barton et al. (already of record). Although the closest prior art 
teaches the same components for carrying out the process, it fails to teach stepwise 
addition of the diol, where one part is premixed with the bismuth compound and the 
base, and the remaining diol is added together with the source of bromine. In the 
experiments representing comparative results (Examples 2 and 3 in the specification) 
applicant has demonstrated that the stepwise addition of the diol results in higher yield 
for the reaction. Prior art lacked motivation to change the method of addition of the diol. 
One of ordinary skill in the art would not have been motivated to alter the process of 
Barton et al to arrive at the instant invention.
